ident' F. T. Hawley, of the Switch- 
men's Union of North America, this 
morning, when asked as to the prob- 
able effect on the strike slttuatlon of 
the trainmen returning to work today. 


•"There are only 150 members of the 
trainmen's brotherhood In the north- 
west and all of them will not go to 
work. 
Only '50 per cent, of those at

Insane in Jails. 


The extract from the report states: 
"At the last report, Aug. 31 for the 


>oor asylums and Sept. 30 for the Jails, 
here were 542 Insane In the former 
'lass of institutions and 54 in the lat-' 
er. In addition the county clerks re- 
port a total of 168 Insane 
In 
their 


lotnes or \vlth friends awaiting ad- 
mission to state hospitals. Altogether 
there were reported 76-1 persons of this 
:'lass not recelvInK treatment. It In' 
plain to be seen, therefore, that In or- 
der to carry out the policy of the state 
uldltlonal provision is Imperative. 


"Nothing In our entire system of 


public charities is more distressing 
than the enforced presence of Insane 
persona In county poor asyiupis and 
Jails. 
These Institutions lack proper 


facilities for carinp; for 
them. 
The 


secretary of this board, on n. recent 
visit to an asylum, lound an insane 
woman locked in .j cell in the men's 
department of the custodial building. 
She had no privacy whatever. It is 
true that many harmless cases which 
do not require special care are to be 
found in the asylums. They are able 
to do some light work, they have out- 
door exercise, and on the whole tare 
very well. 


Many Wait in Jails. 


"In the jails the conditions are more 


hopeless still. 
It is to these Institu- 


tions the more violent cases arc taken. 
For the most part they are in the first 
stages of Insanity. 
Prompt hospital 


treatment might save them. The state 
has not provided for their prompt ad- 
mission to the hospital, and so they 
wait, and the time of their waiting 
sometimes runs Into years. 
Their lot 


is solitary donflnoment in a cell, dark 
and gloomy and insanitary; or, if thej 
leave the cell for the corridor, they are 
subjected to the torment and ridicule 
o£ the other prisoners. Some *£ these 
insane havo committed suicide in jail; 
others have beaten their bodies agains 
the bars or have fallen -and rjruised 
themselves upon the floor; sometime! 
they assault their fellow prisoners, am 
even murder them. 


"Surely all this is a sad lack of fore 


sight. 
Our- 
inadequate 
provisior 


n\eans that many who might be ra 
stored to .reason become life-long bur 
dens to themselves, their families an 
the public. As this board has previ 
ously stated, the state has done ivel 
but not all it should do. It shoul 
provide a bed lor each 500 of our pop 
ulation if it would treat the problem 
of insanity In the proper way."

and pretty maidens are educated in 
the arts of wheedling susceptible

use for, for the benefit ol some 
"cause," and many a man eats five 
dishes of indigestible. cake, and two 
dishes of cream, and labels it benevo- 
lence. It has come to be taken tor 
granted that like old-fashioned wood- 
en pumps, that have to be prlned with 
a bucket of water in order to get more 
water out of' the well, a. man must 
have a turkey supper put into his' 
stomach in order to get the money 
out of his pocket. The "cooking' stove 
apostacy" is as much an evil in its 
way, as heresy in the pulpit or wick- 
edness in the pew. 


Not that there is anything wrong in 


itself in a good meal of victuals in a 
church vestry. 
Christ Himself en- 


joyed a square meal, and accepted 
more than one invitation to a full 
Oriental banquet, the evil consists in 
the false education that trains 'our 
young people to think that when they 
eat themselves sick at a church sup- 
per, and pay for it, they are giving 
that money to the Lord.
